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CUT

Plan First to Ratify 
Treaty; Then Take 
_ Up Covenant. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Evidence accumulates that a 
force of United States senators, nu- 
ierous enough to be effective, is deep- 
ly in earnest in the intent to hasten 
ratification of peace with the central 
empires and to defer action on a 
Jeague of nations until that peace has 
been accomplished. 

Today it was declared by members 
of this determined group that if Presi- 
@ent Wilson continues to insist upon 
jaterweaving the two issues and should 
Bucceed at the peace conference, that 
steps immediately would be taken in 
the senate to separate them. 

Latest information from Paris is 
that the president has induced the 
plenipotentiaries of the allied powers 
to attach the league of nations cove- 
nant to the treaty. If that be true, 
Opposition senators have a definite 
plan of action. | 

To Act on Two Parts. 

They declare that it will be their pur- 
pose—and that they will have votes 
enough to accomplish it—to cut off the 
appendix to the document, ratify the 
terms of peace with the central em- 
pires and reserve the league constitu- 
tion for further discussion and amend. 
ment.

Senator Lenroot of Wisconsin in an 
address before the Commercial club of 
Washington tonight suggested that if 
President Wilson persists in what the 


_ Wisconsin senator affirmed to be an 


attempt at coercion of the senate, the 
senate should adopt a resolution de- 
claring the war with Germany termi- 
nated, and then proceed calmly and 
deliberately with the consideration of 
& formal peace treaty. 


Suggests Definite Instruction. 

Another suggestion, made by Senator 
Calder of New York, who made known 
his defiant attitude Sunday, is this: 

That congress, as soon as it is con- 
vened, proceed to instruct the Amer- 
ican delegates to the peace conference 
as to how they should proceed. 

“The president has power,” Senator 
Caider declares, “ only by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate to 
Make treaties, provided two-thirds of 
the senators present concur. There- 
fore, the United States can only ap- 
prove a treaty that two-thirds of one 
hundred and ten million people believe 
in. Congress will unquestionably fol- 
low the dictates. of the people. How 
are we to find out? How is Europe to 
learn what this country wants? Only 
by congress convening and instructing 
our delegates to the peace conference. 
There is no other way in law, prece- 
dent, or conception that this can be 
done.” 7 

Majority for Peace First. 

All the Republican leaders are con- 
tinuing to canvass the country and 
they believe that the people are in the 
majority who think the first thing to 
be done for the welfare of all is a 
definite peace establishment, the league 
of nations to be considered afterward. 

The opposition senators are making 
it clearer to the country that they are 
not Opposed to some form of league 
0 enforce peace or, at least, to mini- 


mize the possibilities of war, and they 
Propose from now on to continue to 
drive home with all the forcefulness at 
their command the features of the 
Proposed covenant which they hold to 
be dangerous to the welfare of the 
United States. 


Lodge Warns Republicans. 

Senator Lodge, the Republican lead- 
er, has warned all Republicans to be 
in Washington by May 15. He is 
hopeful that the president will have 
returned by that time with the com- 
pleted treaty in whatever form it is 
to take. He also hopes that by that 
time, at the latest, the president will 

ready to convene congress. 

If he is not, the Republican major- 
ity of the senate may undertake 
formal conferences for the purpose of 
discussing the status of international 
affairs and for enlightenment of the 
country.

COUNTESS, SEER, 
TAKEN HERE FOR 
WILSON THREAT 


Letter by Hungarian 
Woman of Odd Past 
Leads to Arrest. 


Countess Aurelia Bethlen, Hungarian 
noblewoman and Bahai priestess, who 
claims she once was lady in waiting 
to Empress Elizabeth of Austria, was 
arrested yesterday by secret service 
operatives ‘on a charge of sending 
threatening letters to President Wil- 
son, addressed to Paris. 

The countess was taken into custody 
at the residence of Dr. Theodore 
Tieken, 2944. Washington boulevard, 
where for a week she had stayed as 
housekeeper under an assumed name. 

She told government authorities she 
had been gathering sociological data 
for a series of lectures she had been 
delivering off capital and labor and the 
work of the peace conference. When 
her room was searched a bag contain- 
ing a valuable necklace and numerous 
other jewels was found. 

Intercept Letter to Wilson. 

The arrest was made on a warrant 
sworn out by Capt. Thomas I. Porter, 
chief of the secret service here, before 
United States Commissioner Lewis F. 
Mason. The basis for the warrant was 
an intercepted five-page letter to the 
president berating him for failure to 
aid her in recovery of her estate in 
Austria, and for his stand as regards 
Germany and Austria at the peace ta- 
ble. 

At the federal byilding the countess, 
who is 41 years old, denied she had 
meant harm to the president, but did 
not refute charges that she spread 
German propaganda both during the 
war and since. | 
“T am an Austrian,” she declared 
haughtily.

German Propagandist Claim. 

Countess Bethlen, according to the 
federal authorities, has been a wom- 
an of mystery ever Since the war 
started. A year ago government 
agents investigated a reported fund 
of $35,000 that it was claimed was 
being spent here by her, and also at- 
tempted to gain possession of a trunk 
which was said to contain letters and 
documents of value to the army. 

For four years she has carried on 
social work among the working class, 
which the federal authorities claimed 
was merely a camouflage for pro-Ger- 
man propaganda. She even took posi- 
tions in department stores, these jobs 
interspersing sociological lectures 
throughout the country. | 

“TI was merely attempting to induce 
the president to intercede f me in at- 
tempting to get back my properties in 
Austria,” Countess Bethlen told a re- 
porter before starting 
told the president, tco, about affairs 
over in Europe and how he was being 
imposed upon by England and France.” 

Predicted World Yar. 

Some years ago the countess gained 
attention by predicting the great world 
war: However, her prophecy was 
twisted. She predicted the whole 
world would be on America’s back, cut- 
ting this country to pleces. 

The countess came to this country 
in 1908. Her husband, Count Sandor 
Bethien, died at Budapest in 1892. 

When the countess came to Chicago 
she was for a time the guest of Mrs. 
Nicholas Andree, 424 East Forty-sec- 
ond street. She was a friend of Mrs. 
L. Brackett Bishop of the Chicago 
Beach hotel, Mrs. Leigh Wilson Fos-

RULE SIMPLIFIES 


| APPLICATION FOR 
SOLDIERS’ BONUS 


Washington, March 18.—[Special.J— 
The war department today reversed 
a regulation governing the payment 
of the $60 bonus to soldiers, ruling that 
in future discharged officers and enlist- 
'ed men who do not wish to forward to 
Washington their original discharrce 
certificate may furnish a certified copy 
thereof under certain conditions.

KILLED BOMB 


Oakland (Cal.) Police 
Seek Threatening Let- 


ter Authors. 


Oakland, Cal, March 18.—Mrs. 
George Greenwood, wife of the vice 
president of the Savings Union Bank 
and Trust Company of San Francisco, 
was killed by a bomb explosion tonight 
in the garden of the family home over- 
looking Lake Merritt, in the residentia] 
district of the city. 

According to the police a letter de- 
manding $5,000 and threatening to de- 
stroy his home with dynamite unless 
the amount was paid, was sent to 
Greenwood in January, 1918. 

Like Threat to Governor. 

This letter, the police said, wag 
signed “C. C. of C.,” the initials, they 
pointed ‘put, being similar to those 
affixed to threatening letters sent to 
Gov. William D. Stephens before the 
executive residence in Sacramento was 
dynamited last year. 

‘The body of Mrs. Greenwood appar- 
ently had been hurled ten feet by 
the explosion of the bomb.- A brick 
wall in the garden was marked by a 
deep indentation and was badly dam.- 


aged. 
Find No Witnesses. 

The theory most favored by the po 
lice is that the bomb had been planted, 
was discovered, and picked up by Mrs. 
Greenwood and exploded in her hands. 
Her body was badly mutilated. 

Myron T. Harris, deputy district 
attorney, after preliminary investiga- 
tion, said: 

“We believe we have definite infor- 
mation as to the persons responsible 
for this outrage and we expect to 
make arrests before morning.” 

Big Reward Offered.

British Deny 
Egypt’s Plea; 
Quell Revolt 


LONDON, March 18.—In the house 
of commons today, replying to a ques- 
tion with regard to the deportation of 
three nationalist leaders from Egypt, 
William Dudley Ward, on behalf of 
the undersecretary for foreign affairs, 
said that last November a deputation 
of Egyptian nationalists, under the 
leadership of Said Pasha Zagioul, vice 
president of the legislative assembly, 
called at the British residency to ad- 
vocate a program of complete autonomy 
for Egypt, which would leave to Great 
Britain only the right of supervision 
in regard to the public debt and facil- 
ities for shipping in the Suez canal. 

They demanded to be allowed to pro- 


program. At the same time, it was 
stated, the nationalists elected a com- 
mittee of fourteen leaders and com- 
menced agitation throughout the coun- 


ns Demand Right of Appeal. 

Shortly afterwards the prime minis- 
ter, Rouchdi Pasha, suggested that he 
and Adly Pasha, minister of educa- 
tion, be permitted to visit London in 
order to discuss Egyptian affairs. 
Rouchdi further urged that the na- 
tionalist leaders should also be allowed 
a hearing in London. 

The British government, according 
to the statement of Mr. Ward, replied 
that, while sympathizifig with the idea 
of giving the Egyptians an ever in- 
creasing share in the government of 
the country, it could not abandon its 
responsibility for order and good gov- 
ernment in Egypt. No useful purpose, 
it was stated, would be served by al- 
lowing the nationalist leaders to come 
to London and advance immoderate de- 
mands which could not be entertained. 


Refuse Later Invitation. 

As regarded the two ministers, Mr. 
Ward said the government announced 
their visit would be welcome, but that | 
it would be better in the interests of 
their own convenience and dignity that 
it should not be timed to coincide with 
the first weeks of the peace conference, 
when Mr. Balfour, the foreign secre- 
tary, would be absent in Paris. The 
two ministers, Mr. Ward said, then 
offered their resignations to the sultan.

Since 
then there had been some demonstra- 
tions and rioting in Cairo and in one 
or two provincial centers, Mr. Ward 
said, chiefly organized by students who 
had enlisted the help of the town rab- 
ble. 

Collision occurred with the Egyptian 
police and with British troops and 
there had been some casualties and a 
few looters had been shot. 

Mr. Ward said these manifestations 
had not been approved by the more 
sober elements of the population and 
that there was every reason to believe 
the situation was well in hand. 


ROME, March 18.—The Duke of Spo- 
leto, youngest son of the Duke and 
Duchess of Aosta, is reported to have 
been seriously injured in an airplane 
accident yesterday.

LEAGUE 
INTO TREATY: 
WILSON VICTOR 


British Envoy Holds 
Monroe Doctrine 
Will Be Safe. 


PARIS, March 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated waa 
made at the close of a conference today 
between President Wilson, David Lloyd 
George, the British prime minister, and 
M. Clemenceau, the French premier, 
that all the main questions sur- 
rounding the peace conference had 


been discussed. 


It was added that the meeting had 
been entirely satisfactory and that 
there had been no change in the plans 
previously announced, which contem- 
piate the completion of the peace treaty 
within the next two weeks, including 
the league of nations. 
Thinks Monroe Creed Safe. 

Lord Robert Cecil, after a confer- 
ence with Premier Lloyd George, de- 
clared tonight in behalf of the British 
delegation that the league of nations 
covenant, in the opinion of the dele- 
gation, should be incorporated in the 
preliminary peace treaty. 

“If the Monroe doctrine means, as 
I believe it does,” Lord Robert contin- 
ued, “ that there ought to be no inter- 
ference with affairs on the American 
cohtinent by European powers, with- 
out the consent of the United States, 
then I say that doctrine is strength- 
ened by the league of nations.” 

May Not Reaffirm It. 

Lord Robert's statement was in an- 
swer to a query if the Monroe doctrine 
might be reaffirmed in the covenant. 
He said that much had been said 
about the Monroe doctrine, but de- 
clared that he doubted if it was wise 
to put any one power in a@ special posi- 
tion in the league. , 

Asked if the covenant might provide 
for race equality, Lord Robert said 
that this could not be done without 
interfering with the internal affairs of 
various nations, which would violate 
the principles of the league. 

Regarding the voluntary withdrawal 
of any nation from the league, Lord 
Robert pointed out that there was. 
much to be said on both sides of the 
question. 

Three Hour Conference. 

The conference of the president and 
premiers was an extended one, lasting 
from 3 o'clock in the afternoon until 
6 o'clock this evening. It had been 
intended that the meeting should occur 
at the “white house,” but the con- 
ferees met in.the apartment of Col.

The 
attachés of the restaurant knew the 
dentist only as “ Doc,” but recalled that 
George Busse and the “Doc” were 
two of a party of five celebrants who 
visited the grill on last Friday and 
Saturday nights 

The “Doc” was immediately recog- 
nized by the police as an old acquaint- 
ance. He has been much in the public 
eye since 1916. A dentist employé of 
the “ parlors” once accused the genial 
“Doc” of pummeling him severely 
and two girls once caused his arrest 
in connection with a cabaret tour they 
took with the owner of the dental par- 
lors. 

His Companion at Dinner. 

A further complication of yester- 
day's events was furnished by a wom- 
an, who disappeared. Investigation 
by Tas TRIBUNE proved her to be 
Mra. A. J. Olson of Woodstock, the 
widow of the late State Senator A. J. 
Olson. Mrs. Olson was the dentist's 
dinner companion at the grill and was 
present when the dispute first arose. 
She interfered at that time and left 
the restaurant with Ross, who is mar- 
ried. An hoyr later the dentist re- 
turned and resumed his argument over 
the “short change.” 

Mrs. Olson could not be interviewed 
last night at her Woodstock home, 
where she went, according to her 
friends, soon -after leaving the grill. 
Her companion, Miss Mae ilbur, 
stated that Mrs. Olson was hysterical 
and could not talk coherently of the 
afternoon's events. 

F. C. Biggs, a friend of the Olson 
family, said he believed that Dentist 
Ross was only an acquaintance of Mrs.

Hurries from Scene.

Then, if the navy men are 
not given jobs, the army men caf have 
them.” 


Merrick Criticizes Government. 


H. Merrick, president of the As- 
sotiation of Commerce, replied: “ In- 
stead of telling the men there are no 
jobs and that we don’t want them, let 
us urge the men to stay in the navy be- 
cause they are needed and promise 
them when they do come out we will be 
ready with jobs for them.”

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CANADIAN LABO 
VOTES TO ADOPT 
BOLSHEVIK PLAN 


Ottawa, Ont., March 18.—[Special.]— 
The labor unions of western Canada | 
have voted to sever affiliations with the 
American Federation of Labor and to 
follow the L. W. W. plan of organizing 
by industries ‘nstead of by crafts. Two 
hundred and forty delegates, represent- 
ing practically every A. F. of L. union 
from western Ontario to Vancouver, 
voted unanimously to submit to a ref- 
erendum of their local ufiions a scheme 
for reorganizing under the title of the 
One Big Union. 

In drawing up the plan of reorgan- 
ization for the One Big Union, the 
delegates adopted a resolution commit- 
ting them to the bolshevik policy of 
the “ dictatorship of the proletariat.” 

The conference voted for a referen- 
dum to call a general strike on June 1 
unless the Canadian government acts 
favorably on the demand that free 
speech be immediately restored and all 
political prisoners released. A thirty 
hour, five day week, by June 1 is de 


manded.

HELP FOR THE SOLDIERS. 
Gen. Wood's efforts in behalf of the returning 
soldiers shouléd arouse widespread satisfaction, for 
at last we have leadership of a constructive sort in 
a movement that has lapsed shamefully. It may be 
a bitter thought that after all that has been said 


and done by way of encouraging the soldiers to” 


enter the war it is the army, after all, that takes. 
care of its own. 


The young men of the nation were applauded to 
the skies when they donned the khaki. Everything “ 


that could be done for their military comfort was 
giadly provided. But now when they have come 


back from the bloody job that ‘no one else wanted, 


it is the soldier who looks aiter his kind. 
This is the fruit of preparedness of the kind we 


beginning to protest or discuss. 

We all understand that we are confronted today 
with issues which may alter the whole course of 
our national policy, breaking sharply with princi- 
ples and traditions as old as the republic and cher- 


to new responsibilities and new national purposes. 
Is it wholesome for us or safe for us to meet these 
issues in a state of languor? 

Yet this is what we have been doing. Let us 
look at the facts leading up to our present situa 

Mr. Wilson arrived in Paris in December. He 
took with him as advisers a small group of men 
of mediocre and unrepresentative character. It 
has been notorious that the American representa- 
tion consisted of Mr. Wilson. Upon the arri'val of 
the president the doors of the press censorship shut 
tight. Surmises, rumors, hazardous theories of 
what was going on, occasionally a formal state- 
ment which amounted to little, were all that were 
granted. After a time this censorship was ostensi- 
bly relaxed after an organized protest by American 
correspondents, but no one could pretend that the 
press or the public thereafter were being suffi- 
ciently informed of the course of the conference. 

With the end of our congress at hand, Mr. Wil- 
son departed for home and at the same time a 
covenant or constitution for a league of nations, 
framed by a special commission of the conference, 
was published to the world. 

Mr. Wilson, on arriving in America, announced 
that this covenant could not be amended except in 
one comparatively unimportant particular. He de- 
clared that it must be taken or left whole, and 
further that it would be inextricably bound up with 
the treaty of peace. 

We think this situation has no parallel in our 
history. We doubt if It has a parallel! in the his- 
tory of any free people. 

The American people were asked to accept, with- 
out previous knowledge, study, or discussion, and 
without possibility of amendment, a document 
drawn, as Mr. Wilson confessed, by representatives 
of another people, and considered behind closed 
doors, a document committing the United States 
irrevocably and without right of subsequent with- 
drawal to an abandonment of its historic policies. 

Mr. Wilson demanded that the codrdinate branch 
of the government should waive its right of ad- 

ice and consent, its duty of careful consideration 
of treaties, and that one hundred millions of 
American citizens should embark upon the greatest 
adventure in modern international history virtually 
upon the faith of his recommendation alone. 

No free people in our time has ever been chal- 
lenged to such a supreme act of self-surrender and 
unquestioning faith. But Mr. Wilson, high as is 
the regard of the American people for his spirit 
and purpose, is not accepted as infallible. The 
Paris covenant, when studied, revealed obscuri- 
ties and limitations from the American point of 
view, and senators of the United States having 
regard for their oaths of office and their constitu- 
tional responsibilities have formally announced 
their refusal to approve the covenant without 
amendment. At the same tme the need for such an 
amendment has been urged by other public men 
and by many newspapers and private citizens. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Wilson has now returned to 
Paris, and, we are told, insists-upon the adoption 
of the covenant prior to the adjustment of pre- 
liminary’ terms of peace and without substantial 


change. It would seem, therefore, that Mr. Wilson | 
is ready to attempt to force upon the 


United 
States senate and upon the American nation the 
alternative of accepting the covenant or refusing 
the terms of peace. The latest news from Paris in- 
forms us that the American representatives urge 
the adoption of the covenant by the coming Satur- 
day, and this in the face of the solemn warning 
of enough senators to defeat the treaty, of the open 
protest and criticism of the covenant in the United 
States, and of the objection of several neutral na- 
tions which have had even less to do with its 
formulation than the American government and 
people. 

We think this proceeding challenges not only 
our American constitutional safeguards but the 
very conception of self-government. 


POSTOFFICE SALARIES. 
There is aroused by the accident to John M. 
Hubbard, assistant postmaster of Chicago, a sense 
of great sympathy, not alone for the misfortune 
to Mr. Hubbard but for all those associated with 
him in the postal service. 

It is a grievous thing to contemplate injury to 
a man who has given his best years to the service, 
but it is more grievous to know that all postal 
employés stand in danger of a similar experience— 
rendered helpless and without protection of suita- 
ble pensions. 

Had Mr. Hubbard, or any other postal servant, 


' been injured in the performance of duty there 


would have been some compensation. But injured 
out of the lime of duty, there is no inéurance 
against the inevitable difficulties of a man with- 
out an income.

As sol- 
diers they were comforted by every device of wel- 
fare agencies; as ex-soldiers they get little indeed. 

We are not rebukipg those who did welfare work 
nor rebuking welfare work but sometimes 
we wonder why, ' if the soldier’s morale was s0 
preeious when he stared death in the face, his well 
being is not as valuable now. 

It seems that heretofore we have had a great deal 
of talk. Much more talk than action. And it has re. 
mained, in Chicago, at least, for a soldier to do for 
the soldier. We are glad it is Gen. Wood because 
we think ,him a thorough and competent officer. 
The fact that he is trying to make it as possible 
for a man to be a good civilian as a good soldier is 
only proof that the best of officers knows that citi- 
zenship is of a double nature, requiring homely in. 
dustry and a zeal tadefend that home. 

The central house for soldiers in Washington 
street is, unless we misstate, the first evidence of 
something definite, something real, established in 
behalf of the returning soldiers. It ts a healthy 
change from talk to action. We believe the citizens 
will have a chance to follow a good leadership and 
do, in part, at least, that which they would gladly 
do in whole if they could. The central house hopes 
to take men from the army and readjust them, no 
matter what their condition, to the best advantages 
of civilian life. Herein lies an opportunity for all 
well wishers of the soldiers.

And the best that can be made of it is that 
beer finds its last hope not in the family entrance, 
but in the mahogany suites of the million dollar 
lawyers.

PITUITARY HEADACHE. 
EADACHE is merely a symptom. 
The custom is to take a cathartic 
and a dose or two of headache 
medicine and to let it go at that. 
I presume more days are lost from 
work and more inefficient work is done 
on account of headaches than from al- 
most any other single cause. Then what 
matters it if no one dies from headache 
.and headache does not figure at all in 
vital statistics? The discomfort, incon- 
| veintance. pain, absence from work and 
inefficiency are enough to bring for head- 
es more thought than is embodied in 
e cathartic-headache medicine, day in 
bed plan. Besides, the headache medi- 
cines are all somewhat harmful, caus- 
ing additional headaches for one thing. 
There is a type of frequently recur- 
ring headache to which Pardee calls 


/attention under the name of pituitary 


|headache. Located on the under side 
of the brain at a point directly in from 
/the temples is a small but very impor- 
‘tant gland called the pituitary body. 
This gland rests in a small scooped out 
place in the bony base of\the skull. It 
fs surrounded over more than half of 
its circumference by bone—in fact it lies 
in a deep, small, bony nest. Therefore,

Among the causes of swelling of this 
giand are menstruation, pregnancy, 
mental shock, violent emotions, and 
‘changes in the adrenal, thyroid, and 
_ thymus glands, 
| The pain of pituitary headache is lo- 
}cated in the temples, back of the eyes. 
‘Whe sufferer can generally place his fin- 
| ger right on the spots in the temple and 
; point directly toward the place where 
| the boring, constricting bar or bandlike 
|pain is felt most. The pain may persist 

for two or three days. It may cause 
nausea and vomiting, especially toward 
the second day of a prolonged attack. 
, The appetite is upset. Eating sugar and 
sweets generally is especially distasteful 
and may cause nausea. 

Sometimes examination of the urine 
shows sugar temporarily present. Some- 
times an X-ray of the head will show 
an abnormality in the bony nest of the 
pituitary. The best of the story is that 
many of these cases, according to Par- 
dee, are cured by the use of preparations 
of the pituitary body.

WEIGHT AFTER EATING

gards the weight of a man after eating 
a meal as compared to his weight before 
his meal.

HOYNE PLATFORM 


Announces He Will Dis- 
cuss Issues Later in 
the Campaign. 


‘State’s Attorney Hoyne last night 
issued his platform as the nonparti- 
san, independent candidate for mayor.

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Spe- 
cial.J]—The creation of a commission 
composed of members of the senate 
and’ house and representatives of the 
various branches of the military serv- 
ice to draft a comprehensive army re- 


organization scheme will be proposed 
at the extra session of congress.
